BULLIOT’S BET. / 


A Baaktr'i Wafer om St. flwlthta’s 
Dmr Rmlm Lefem*. 

There were few frenzied financiers In 
England at the beginning of the eight¬ 
eenth century If the banker Bulliot, of 
Whom the following story Is told, can 
be taken as an example: The feast of 
St Swlthlu, July 15, 1725, was a par¬ 
ticularly wet and stormy day. 

Trusting Implicitly In the old super¬ 
stition, which says that If it rains on 
St. Swlthin's day it will rain for forty 
days thereafter, Bulliot opened a pool 
for every one who was willing to bet 
against him. The affair attained so 
much notoriety that the wager was re¬ 
duced to writing. 

“If dating from St. Swithiu’s day." 
reads the memorandum, "it rains more 
or little during forty days successively 
Bulliot will be considered to have 
gained, but if it cease to rain for only 
one day during that time Bulliot bas 
lost.” 

For two weeks It contained to show¬ 
er every day, and so confident did the 
banker become that he accepted as 
stakes not only money, but gold head¬ 
ed canes, Jewels, snuffboxes and even 
clothes. When his cash gave out he' 
offered notes and bills of exchange. 
Another week passed, and Bulliot’s 
star was still in the ascendant.

The true evil eye charm of the Ital¬ 
ians la in the shape of a tiny hand, fbe 
Index and the little finger being point¬ 
ed out and the third and fourth fingers 
being held down by the thumb. The 
charm, however, la merely a represen¬ 
tation of the way In which the Italian 
told* his band. When pointed outward 
ae wishes to cast the evil eye on an 
enemy, or when turned toward himself 
be thinks to protect himself from Its 
malicious spell. 

This little charm can be bought In 
Italy of various materials, coral, tor¬ 
toise shell, silver and gold being the 
ones In highest favor. The coral 
charms are those worn by the poorer 
classes, since of a cheap grade of the 
material they can be bought for a few 
ious. Naturally the aristocracy prefer 
them of gold. In Italian money these 
tiny things then cost the equivalent of 
about $S. Sometimes they are seen 
exquisitely modeled, the fingers and 
nails being as carefully chiseled as 
marble statues. 

Another small haul that the Italian 
wears as a charm Is known as the 
Manus Panthea, a facsimile of which 
Is to be found iu the museum in Rome. 
It is referred to in various Egyptian 
papyri, and Indeed was worn by the 
ancients to prevent disease and witch¬ 
craft and the evil eye from taklngTiold 
of them and to induce love and amia¬ 
bility. 

This hand has the thumb, the Index 
and tb* middle fingers held out lu a 
straight line, while the other two are 
turned under toward the palm of the 
band. Instead of being smooth on Its 
outer iurface, as Is the evil eye hand. 
It is covered with many mystical sym¬ 
bols—a tooth, a serpent, and so on. 
Each of these little signs has it* pe¬ 
culiar charm and is as well understood 
and heeded among the Italians today 
as formerly among the Egyptian magi¬ 
cians. 

The third small hand which the Ital¬ 
ians wear for their supposed good Is 
the so called Manus Pontifieous. or the 
hand of the Holy Father. It shows the 
four fingers held out closely together, 
and the thumb alone is curved under 
the palm of the hand. As the Manus 
Panthea, it is covered on the outside 
with mystical symbols. — Washington 
Star.
